They Have the Tools 


Moscow admits that the Nazi drive to 
rescue the garrison of Budapest pushed 15 
miles into the Russian lines northwest of 
the city. 

That throws light on the question of 
why Von Rundstedt was able to punch a 
deep wedge in the Allied lines in the Ar- 
dennes. The Russians were certainly not 
“caught napping,”’ for they were on the 
offensive when the enemy drive started. 

The blow in the west may have come 
as a surprise, but that doesn’t explain why 
the thrust went so deep. There, as in the 
Hungarian area, the enemy must have 
massed tanks and guns and picked troops 
in tremendous strength, to make the pene- 
tration possible. 

Observers are speculating now as to 
where all this equipment came from, and 
where the replacements are coming from. 
It would be an advantage to Allied air- 
men to know the answer. But the present- 
ly more important point is that, wherever 
made or stored, this equipment was in ex- 
istence, and no one knows how much more 
may be in the reserve dumps or may be 
coming out of the secreted factories. The 
cold fact is that the Nazis have the tools. 

Nothing but action in Allied munitions 
plants can make the necessary response to 
this unexpected disclosure of enemy strik- 
ing power. Guessing where the Nazis got 
the machines won't put the machines out 
of business. The only answer to enemy 
machines “in being” is more machines.

The United States—like the Soviet 
Union—is in an expansionist phase 
of its history. Both are industrial- 
ly growing powers. But in the case 
of the Soviet Union, we can see 
where they want to expand, and 
why. They are after political in- 
fluence and through it, security by 
power. They are not, at this phase 
of their development, after export 
markets 

The United States is in a differ- 
ent stage. Our geographic position 


and political tradition are against | 


territorial expansion. But the pro- 
ductive power of our industries 
drives us to seek new customers. 
Trade follows political influence. 
Since we ourselves, however, do 
not want colonies nor satellites, our 
policy must inevitably be to pre- 
vent the expansion of future com- 
petitors rather than expand our- 
seives. 

Thus we are compelied to cham- 
pion freedom movements in the 
existing colonial empires, because 
we want greater access to them. As 


has often been the case, British 
idealism corresponds with our 
egoism. And thus, also, we are 


compelled to try to prevent 
partition of Europe into blocs, For 
there is no conceivable place for 
us in those blocs

On the other hand, the postwar | 


economic problems of Britain will 
be tremendous, This war has bank- 
rupted Great Britain. In the past 
Britain has lived to a considerable 
degree by the export of money and 
the interest paid on it, by her un- 
challenged carrying trade, and by a 
thousand and one exports of ser- 
vices, But this war has consumed 
her assets abroad; much of her 
merchant marine lies at the bottom 
of the sea; and a formidable com- 
petitor haunts the future—the U.S.A 
Under these conditions the standard 
of living of her people demands a 
vast increase, in trade, even over 
her pre-war industrial exports 

And this, and not Greece or Italy, 
is the real basis of the conflict.

If our press would go into the 
real problem of how, in the inter- 
ests of western civilization, we 
might reconcile 
national interests, 
might be a contribution to future 
peace and well-being.

The Communist party, which now 
competes with the Hindus Mahas- 
abha (‘the party of orthodox Hindu- 
ism) for the third place in the In- 
dian party system, is supporting the 
war effort, on the ground tbat the 
path to freedom lies through the 
successful defense of India 

There is yet another group that 
stands behind the war effort. The 
Radical Democratie party, under 
the leadership of M. N. Roy and 
other prominent ex-Congress men

The above survey Suggests that

Indian government can hardly be 
described as negligible. It is true 
that these supporting groups lack 
cohesion, but their influence is 
widespread, and as the campaign 
against the Japanese develops one 
may hope that their influence will 
gather fresh stgength.

Britain and Russia, says Mr. 
Lawrence, show now that they are 
seeking to restore the old balance 
of power system. “Have our sons”, 
Mr. Lawrence asks, “made all 
their sacrifices just to maintain an 
old-fashioned grab for territery 
and power?” 

* * * 

These are alarming words and 
show the depth of American feel- 
ing. Justification, perhaps, can be 
found for them in some unfor- 
tunate incidents and in some of the 
ill-considered statements of British 
politicians, notably in the former 
utterances of Field Marshal Smuts 
j}and Lord Halifax and in a few un- 
fortunate phrases used by Mr. 
Churchill, whose genius for coining 
phrases has sometimes outrun his 
prudence. But it is by no means 
clear from the actual policies pur- 
sued by the British government, 
notably in Greece during the last 
few days, that it desires to dis- 
courage democratic movements in 
the liberated countries, or that it 
has abandoned its hope of estab 
lishing a European peace settle- 
ment within the framework of a 
world system of collective security. 

What Americans like Mr. Law- 
rence do not seem to realize is 
that uncertainty about permanent 
United States policy is the chief 
factor discouraging reliance in 
Europe on collective security and 
encouraging resort to power poli- 
tics; for until they are certain as 
to the permanent foreign policy of 
the United States and its willing- 
ness to play a full part in a new 
league of nations, European pow- 
ers inevitably seek some other form 
of security, however inferior, to fall 
back on if the larger hope fails 
again in the United States Senate. 


* * 


Fortunately the extreme fears 
expressed by men like Mr. Law- 
rence and echoed more moderately 
by such papers as the New York 
Times have produced a deep pro- 
cess of self-examination in the 
United States. As always in’ the 
democratic system, action is {M@- 
lowed by reaction as the debate 
proceeds. For the first time in this 
war the American people are be- 
ginning to realize the difficultigs 
| that confront them in winning the 
| Mext peace; are beginning to under- 
; stand that they cannot rely on the 
proclamation of genera! principles 
however sound, nor wait until the 
war is over to deal with the merg- 


but that, like Britain and Russia, 
must grapple here and now with 
many disagreeable facts which re- 
fuse to disappear in the face of a 
pious phrase or a fine formula.

Thus the first flush of indigna- 
tion against British policy in Eur- 
ope — policy much misrepresented 
as events turn out—is succeeded in 
the United States by a stocktaking 
of American policy which is now 
under fierce fire at home. Through- 
out the nation the press reflects 
discontent with the recent perfor- 
|mance of the government and its 
failure to take a positive stand on 
concrete European issues. 


As that excellent reporter, James 
B. Reston, points out in the New 
York Times, the United States gov- 
} ernment not only failed of positive 
action in the chief European dis- 
putes but was inconsistent as well 
in attacking intervention by Brit- 
ain in the affairs of European 
nations while itself interfering in 
the affairs of France, Argentina and 
Bolivia. These are failures in de- 
tai! Mr. Walter Lippmann puts his 
finger on the true origin of all the 
recent weakness in American 
foreign policy. He says they arise 
out of the false theory that political 
problems in Europe could await 
settlement until after the war. 
While Mr. Sumner Welles has been 
demanding the creating of a United 
Nations’ council now to settle these 
issues, Mr. Lippmann replies that 
no machinery of gny sort would be 
of any value so long as the United 
States government pursues the il- 
lusion that all settlements of bound- 
eries, the powers of provisional 
governments and similar problems 
can be quietly postponed until a 
peace conference. 


* * * 


Actually, since these problems 
involve living people —- as we have 
seen in Greece—they often cannot 
be postponed, and if the United 
States refuses on principle to assis: 
in their settlement now, they settle 
themselves under the pressure of 
events and may well settle them- 
Selves wrongly and dangerously. 

An educated and generous people 
like the Americans, quick to criti- 
cize others, are equally quick to 
critize themselves and they know 
now, judging by their press, that 
the troubles of our day are not 
solely the fault of Britain or Rus- 
sia, At such a time, when the Am- 
erican peuple are engaged in frank 
self-examination, it is particularly 
unfortunate and ill-judged for 
foreigners to throw all the blame 
on them. Not one of the Big Three 
is free from blunders, bur if the: 
spend their time merely to assess 
blame there will be no chance to 
avoid worse and probably fatal 
blunders in the future. Such quar- 
relling now not only could weaken 
the joint will to victory but could 
successfully wreck the joint plan- 
ning for peace. 

_Indeed, we are told by the New 
York Times that Mr, Roosevelt ha« 
been warned by his supporters in 
Congress that he must postpone any 
further action on the Dumbarton 
Oaks charter until the present 
storm blows over, lest he risk a re- 
currence of Wilson's defeat. The 
best preparation Mr. Roosevelt can 
make for success in the Senate in 
his larger plans of world peace is to 
throw the full weight of his country 
into the day-to-day polities of the 
world which, like time and tide,
